If the past several months are used as a yard­ 
stick, Bucks County is growing according to plan. 


To cite a few examples: 


— September: Governor Scranton cuts the rib­ 
bon to open the first six miles of the Delaware Ex­ 
pressway in Lower Bucks County. 


—October: The county sewer and water au­ 
thority begins serving the first of its potential 108,000 
customers in the Bensalem-Lower Southampton 
area. 


— December: The state purchases 1,600 acres of 
the Tyler estate near Newtown for a state park. 


Iii Federal Funds 


—January: Senator Clark announces that Bucks 
will receive $575,000 in federal funds to aid in land 
purchases in eight county park sites. 


—February: A county-multi-municipality agree­ 
ment is made for financing the Neshaminy Inter­ 
ceptor line, a 13-mile sewage trunk line, which the 
townships and boroughs couldn’t afford to finance 
themselves. 


— March: The Bucks County Airport Authority 
fixes a site in Lower Makefield Township for a 
Lower Bucks public airport. 


The plan, of course, is the Bucks County Com­ 
prehensive Plan, the county planning commission’s 
proposal of how the county could best develop in the 
near and distant future. 


“Quite Flexible’’ 


“This plan is not static,’’ the commission’s exe­ 
cutive director, Franklin C. Wood, said in an inter­ 
view recently. “It is quite flexible and can be re­ 
vised.” 


Wood pointed to a page from the plan which, on 
first sight, resembled an anatomy cha id showing the 
circulatory system. 


On it was a map of Bucks County of the future. 
Coursing through the county were red and blue 
lines designating present and future highways. 
Sprinkled throughout the county along the 
arterial highways were the “satellite cities” of the
